LANCASHIRE. °° 


Now that peace has. been restored in 
the coalGelds of Gréat ‘Britain and the 
Captains of Industry are at liberty to 
take stock of the position in which they 


find themselves, it is not sury~ising that 


Lancashire cotton manufacturers are’ ask- 
[ing whether they ought not to” endeavour 
to revive their trade. “Cotton plays such 


a large part in the export trade of 
Britain, and has” been for generations 
such an. important factor in relations 
with Chis, that the subject is of general 
interest. . It hasbeen brought ‘promin- 
ently to: the front in"England during the 
last few weeks by Mr. J. M.. Keynes, the 
| distitguished economist and editor of the 
Nation and. Athenaeum, and is being 
discussed very earnestly. Stated ‘briefly, 
bis argument is that: Lancashire has Jost

‘before the war; this loss is not. a tem- 
porary decline due to a passing , wave of 
depression, but-a joss that appears year 
after year in the post-war trade returns.

,one-tenth of the number of spindles that 
Lancashire has, Japan is now consuming 


‘lg greater weight of cotton, and the reason 


is that, whereas the British milla have 
averaged 23 hours a week, Japanese spin- 


ners ‘have avernged 113 hours.. When}: 


allawances have been made for differ- 
ences in couat and quality this means 
that Japan is getting approximately five 
times as much per spindle as Lancashire. 
Obyiously, these are facts that must be 
faced, and manufacturers concerned ‘ are 
invited tg face them. Mr., Keyyts having. 
explained the position indicates the 
remedy—nomely, to abandon the short 
time policy. Lancashire spinners, he 


says, “have been meeting their inability | 


to market ‘their goods on the old scale, 
not by closing down the weaker firms 
and the moro inefficient plants, but by 
everyone working short time—thus. add- 
ing the embarrassment of high overhead 
costs to the embarrassment of high labour 
costs.” The termination of the short 
time policy is, therefore, called for, and 
instead manufacturers are asked to sub- 
stitute a ‘‘ rationalising” process de- 
signed, to reduce, overhead costs by the 
amalgamation, grouping, or elimination of 
mills. ' 
This unalysis is decidedly interesting in 
several ways; but we beliove that the 


solution of Lancashire’s: difficulties put: 


forward by Mr. Keynes, although highly 
attractive, is not sg simple in its applica- 
tion as might at first be supposed. The 
abandonment “of short time has been 
urged on manufacturers on more than one 
Lo¢casion, ,notadl. 
at a meeting of the Manchester Statistical 
Society over two years ago. But at the 
outset there is the problem how to deal 
with the interdependence of firms in 
Lancashire, which, according to the 
ddancheater Guardian, is so close ‘and 
intimate that the liquidation of one would 
bring half a secre tumbling down, Any 
drastic: recenstruction, therefore, would 
be inevitably a very’ticklish business. 
is this’ probably more than anything else 
which has bolstered up the short time 
policy’ and: prevented any considerable 
efforta at reconstruction. But when this 
hasbeen’ said, the fact remains that 
unless something is done in the way of 
reorganisation the world’s markets will 
be left a3 at present ‘to British competi- 
tors. This’. point is stressed in some 
| quarters at Home. It is scarcely think- 
able that Lancashire will be ‘content to 
endure the ‘position indefinitely. “The 
present time offers a favourable chance 
for’ suitable action, since the price of 
cotton is low and.thereby o stimulus ‘ia 
given to consumption; but the chance 
must tbe taken at once. In trade circles 
in England the question asked is—Will 
Lancashire take it 1. : -

the nature of a panic among the Chinese, 
pedestrians with whom this thoroughfare 
was crowded, as-usual at this hour of 
the.cvening.

An attempt by a Chinese police con- 
stable to overcome him, resulted in this 
man being wounded.
